WHEREAS the Wabana Light and Power Company, 
Limited. incorporated under the Companies Acts, 1899 to 
1908, has power under its Memorandum of Association to 
carry on the business of supplying electricity for commer- 
cial purposes ; 


AND WHEREAS the said Wabana Light and Power 
Company, Limited, hereinafter called “‘the Company,’’ 
has by its Petition prayed for an Act vesting in the Com- 
pany certain privileges, and it is expedient to grant the 
prayer of the Petitioners to the extent hereinafter pro- 
vided; 


PRE it enacted by the Governor, the Legislative Council 


and House of Assembly in Legislative Session con- 
vened, as follows :— 


1. The Company is hereby granted the exclusive right 
and franchise (except as hereinafter excepted) for the 
term of twenty years from the date of the passing of 
this Act to supply electricity on a retail basis only for 
lighting, heating and power purposes on Bell Island, and 
all such imeidental rights, franchises and privileges as 
may be necessary for the effective exercise of the said 
right and franchise, ineluding in particular the right (but 
not the exclusive right) to open all or any publie high- 
ways and lands on Bell Island and lay and maintain 
therein electric conduits and cables and insert and main- 
tain therein poles for supporting electric wires, and to 
support such electric wires by such poles, and to ecrose 
such highways and lands with such conduits, cables 
and wires: Provided that no overhead wires shall be 
carried less than twenty feet above the ground level.

any persons or corporations except as hereinafter provided 
that may be necessary for the opening, construction, main- 
tenance or operation of all or any of its works, or for the 
ereetion of any buildings or structures requisite for main- 
taining or operating the same, and may enter upon and 
remeve from such lands any houses or buildings and other 
obstructions which may be thereon : 


Provided, however, that the rights by this - 
Seetion granted to the Company shall not extend 
to lands held by any of the Companies mentioned 
in Sections two, three and four of this Act for 
the purposes of the operations conducted by such Compa- 
nies at Bell Island respectively, or held by any of their. 
respective assigns for the hke purposes. The damage, if 
any, occasioned to any person or corporation whose in- 
terest in any lands or tenements may be affected by the 
exercise of the Company of the rights granted by this 
Section shall be determined by arbitration as provided in 
the seventh Section of this Act.

If either party to the 
reference fails to appoint an Arbitrator after seven clear 
days’ notice so to do, the other party may apply to the 
supreme Court, or a Judge thereof, who shall after due 
netice to the party in default, appoint such Arbitrator. If 
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the Arbitrators fail to appoint an umpire after seven clear 
days, the Supreme Court or a Judge thereof shall on the 
application of either party appoint such umpire. The 
award of the Arbitrators, or, if they disagree, of the 
unipire, shall be final and binding on both parties.

1. This Act may be cited as the Optometry Act, 1928. 


2. In this Act :— 


(a) ‘“The Board’’ means the Newfoundland Opto- 


metrical Board. 


(b) “‘Regulations’’ shall mean regulations made 
under the authority of this Act. 


(c) “‘Optometry’’ means the employment of any 
means other than the use of drugs, medicines 


and surgery for

measurement of 


powers of vision and the adaptation of lenses, 
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and prisms for the correction and aid of the 
vision of human beings. 


(d) ‘‘Optometrist’’ means any person who by any 
means, Other than the use of drugs, medicine or 
surgery, meaures, or attempts to measure, the 
refractive or muscular condition of the eve, or 
prescribes, or attempts to prescribe, any lens or 
lenses, or fits spectacles or eye glasses to any 
other person, for the relief or correction of any 
visual or muscular error. 


(e) ‘‘Optician’’ means any person who supphes 
ophthalmie lenses, spectacles, eveglass mount- 
ings, ete., in accordance with the prescription 
of an optometrical or medical practitioner, or 
by dupheation, and any person who is engaged 
in the manufaeture of ophthalmic — lenses, 
frames, mountings or parts thereof. 


3. There shall be a Board to be known as ‘‘The Respecting the 
Newfoundland Optometrical Board’? which shall consist pie pa 
of not more than five duly qualified and practising opto- 
metrists appointed by the Governor in Couneil, of whom 
three shall form a quorum, and which shall have an official 
seal. The said Board shall be appointed immediately 
after the passing of this Act and thereafter every three 
years and members thereof shall be eligible for re-appoint- 
ment at the end of each period.

6. There shall be an annual general meeting of the 
Board held in the city of St. John’s, or at such other 
place in Newfoundland as shall be determined by the 
Board, on the second Wednesday in January in each 
year, for the transaction of such business as may be re- 
quired. 


7, At such annual general meeting of which all mem- 
bers shall be duly notified one month in advance, there 
shall be elected by ballot a President, a Vice-President 


and a Secretary-Treasurer; who shall constitute the execu 


tive of the Board.

January in the Newfoundland Gazette. 


9. Every person duly registered under the terms of Certificate of 
this Act shall be entitled upon registration to a Certificate eee 
signed by the Secretary-Treasurer and sealed with the 
Seal of the Board. This certificate shall be renewed or 
some addition made to the original certificate each year to 
shew that the person is still in good standing on the books 
of the Board. 


10. Every person shall upon his registration and Fees. 
thereafter on or before the first day of Febuary in each 
year pay to the Secretary-Treasurer such fees as_ the 
Bourd may by by-law determine. Any person failing to 
make any such payment shall be liable to forfeit his place 
upon the register but his name may be replaced at the 
discretion of the Board on payment of such arrears of 
fees as the Beard may determine. 


11. Every person who after the coming into force of Admission of 
this Aet files with the Secretary-Treasurer of the Board abl aegt iy 
an application, verified by oath, or by statutory declara- 
tion, stating therein that the applicant is of the full age 
of twenty-one years, is of good moral character, and pos- 
sesses the qualifications as to general education, training 
and experience prescribed by the Regulations, may be ad- 
mitted to examination by the Board as to his qualifications 
as an optometrist, and upon passing such examination and 
paving the required fees, shall be registered by the 
Board as possessing the qualifications required by this

12. Where the Board is satisfied that any optometmst 
has been euilty of illegal practices, incompetency, inebri- 
etv, fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may prohibit 
suck person from practising or carrying on business as 
an optometrist, and may revoke any certificate granted to 
him, but before the issue of prohibition or the revocation 
o* such Certificate, the person charged shall be given 
nctice in writing of the charge or charges against him and 
shall have an opportunity of being heard and of produe- 
ine testimony on his own behalf. 


13. Where a prohibition has been issued or a Certifi- 
cate has been revoked, the person charged may, after 
ninety days, apply to the Board to have the prohibition 
removed or the certificate regranted and the Board may 
remove the prohibition or re-grant the Certificate upon the 
payment cf such fees as may be fixed by the Regulations. 


14. Every person, not being the holder of a Certifi- 
eate under this Act, who :— 


(a) Kngages in the practice of optometry or ap- 
pends to his name the term ‘‘Optometrist’’ or 
“Optician’’ or any abbreviation thereof, or wil- 
fully and falsely pretends to be or wilfully or 
falsely takes or uses any name, title, addition, 
abbreviation or description implying or caleu- 
lated to lead people to believe that he is or is 
registered by law as an Optometrist or Optician 
or that he is registered or possesses a Certifi- 
cate under this Act; 


(b) Or having been prohibited from carrying on 
business as an Opometrist or Optician, disobeys 
such prohibition, or who shall make in any 
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manner a test or examination of the eye or 
eyes of another to ascertain the refractive or 
muscular condition thereof; or who shall adapt 
lenses to the human eye for any purpose, either 
directly om indirectly ; 


(c) Or sells, or fits, or supphes glasses by going 
from house to house, or from place to place or 
operates from any but a fixed place of busi- 
ness (and notwithstanding that he is the holder 
of a municipal license as a peddler or transient 
trader); shall be guilty of an offence, and 
shall upon summary conviction thereof before 
a Justice of the Peace, be liable to a penalty of 
not less than twenty, nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars, or in default of payment mpris- 
onment for a period not exceeding six 
months ; 


(d) Nothing herein shall prevent the selling of 
spectacles or eye-glasses as merchandise in 
any fixed shop or store, provided that the pro- 
prietor or keeper of the shop or store or any 
servant or agent of the proprietor or keeper 
shall not test the eyes of any person or pro- 
fess any skill or competency in relation thereto 
unless he is a Certificated person.

1. Section 34 of Chapter 143 of the Consolidated

(1918) is hereby repealed and the following substituted

34. After such proclamation shall have been issued 
as aforesaid, no new petition on the same sub- 
ject shall be presented from such area until the 
expiration of three years from the date of such 
proclamation; and if no such petition be pre- 
sented within three months after the expiration 
of such proclamation, the operation of the pro- 
clamation with reference to any such area shall
